DR. ASH AND HIS SUPPORTERS 



Id our yeBterday's issue wo alluded to tit 
importanoe of tbo corning oonteat in Mutch } 
sin. Tho ensuing aesaion of our Legislalure 
promises to bo, for pood or ill, tho most sig- 
nificant ol' all our Icgialalive sittings ; ul 
snob a crisis, therefore, we would ool bavc 
a slDgle voter in Metohosio and Eequi- 
tnalt laboring under a misapprehension as to 
hia position. Tbo Assembly will bo cnllocJ 
upon before many mouths, to tuUo dooisivo 
stops on every groat measuro wliicb lins been 
before the public.
